there were 22U clergymen, 33 lawyers, 
30 physicians; from 1741 to 1702 out of 
COS graduates there were ISG clergy­ 
men, bo lawyers and (54 physicians;

there were 154 clergymen, bg lawyers 
and bb physicians. Fourteen classes in 
the tirst half of the nineteenth century, 
eliding with the year 1845, show, aver­ 
aging the percentages, about 31 per 
cent In the ministry.

.Miss MeCaul, w ho saw much of the 
British soldi* r on service in South At 
riea and of the working of the nx di. al 
departm ent of the British arm y, was 
recently com m issioned by her m ajesty 
the ipieen of Englnml to go to Japan 
to inquire into the working of the Jap 
an esc B ed Cross society. 
She brought 
hack w ith her the compit o* outfit of a 
soldier of the Japanese Imperial guard, 
which w a s pm tcnted to h<*r by (íeueral 
Teranchi, the minister of war, together 
witii sam ples of the food supplk 1 to 
the soldier on active service, s..ys the 
British Medical Journal. 
The 
entire 
outtit 
com prises 
both 
winter and sum m er uniform s and un­ 
derclothing, 
overcoats, 
putties 
and 
boots, 
gloves 
and 
hoods, 
knapsack, 
haversuck, w ater bottle, m ess tin and 
canteen, a grass w oven ease to con­ 
tain the ration of rice, blanket, porta­ 
ble tent, m osquito net for the head, 
housewife, bandage wrapper and iden­ 
tification label. 
There is even a tin 
box containing creosote pills, which 
each soldier m ust carry and is expected 
to take as a prophylactic again st d y s­ 
entery. 
One notable feature of nil the 
clothing is that it is apparently made 
of the b est material. 
The material for 
the w in ter clothing appears to be all 
wool and in color and warm th reminds 
on** of the brownish Jaeger clothing. 
In 
the 
neat 
blue parade* 
uniform, 
jacket or tunic, plain liat brass buttons 
are used, but in the w orking kit but­ 
tons are done aw ay with as far as pos­ 
sible, 
fastenings 
being in nearly all 
instances carried out by m eans of Hat 
hooks an*l eyes. 
Tin* sum m er jacket 
and trousers are of khaki drill. 
The 
Jacket is perfectly plain, and then* are 
no buttons on any of the garm ents. 
A 
strip of w h ite linen is issued to wind 
round the neck as a collar inside the 
tunic. 
T he forage cap w hich goes with 
this uniform is a marvel of lightness, 
it has a detachable linen cover to he 
used in summer, from w hich hangs a 
linen screen to protect the neck. 
This 
screen, being made in three parts -a 
center and two sides—allow s the air to 
pass 
freely. 
For all 
uniform s 
the 
trousers are made like riding breeches 
in 
that 
they 
end above 
the ankle, 
w here they are made to lit tight to the 
limb, being fastened by tapes instead 
of buttons, 
i ’utties or gaiters must, 
of course, be worn w ith these. 
The or­ 
dinary greatcoat is of thick woolen 
cloth 
with 
bone buttons. 
It has a 
hood w hich can he draw n over the 
head. 
A comparatively sm all detail in 
the cut of tills, as also of the w inter 
greatcoat, show s how carefully health 
and com fort and therefore individual 
efficiency have been considered. 
The 
free edges of the front, instead of be­ 
ing cut straight, slope outward below’ 
the w aist, making the skirt of the coat 
lap over more completely below. 
It Is 
thus prevented from gaping in walk­ 
ing, and the legs and knees are protect­ 
ed from rain. 
The front of the skirt 
can he buttoned back to allow’ free 
m ovem ent 
of 
the 
lower 
limbs 
for 
m arching in dry weather. 
A m osquito net “helm et” or head cov­ 
ering, in addition to its value us a pre­ 
ventive of malaria, is a great comfort 
in sum m er, w hen there are m any tlies. 
T hat issued to the Japanese soldier Is 
m ade of green netting stretched on tw’o 
circles of cam* so as to m ake a long 
drum with one end knocked out, into 
which the head Is passed. 
Tin* two 
rings of cane are kept apart by a wire 
spring, w hich allow s the drum to be 
flattened and buttoned d ow n for car- 
ria ge. 
The w inter tunic and trousers are 
m ade plain, like the khaki suit, but art 
of good woolen cloth.

proof* 
w inter overcoat 
merits soim* description, for it seem s to 
be devised to insure w arm th iu the 
most severe climate. 
Made of thick 
woolen cloth, it has a large collar cov­ 
ered w ith fur, which is of course in­ 
side w hen th** collar is raised.

the m iddle of the edge of this collar a 
cotton cap or hood can be pulled out 
so as to cover the head, and over this 
m i I**- worn the am ple detached w ool­

H anging by 
cords from the neck are large gloves or 
m ittens 
mu* division for all the lingers 
ami om* for the thumb; they can thus 
l»e thrown off when the hand is re­ 
quired for tiring or any other purpose 
without being lost. A sh«*epskln w aist­ 
coat w ith the wool outside Is also is- 
sued for severe weather. It fastens at 
one side. 
The underclothing is of similar good 
material to that of the outer garments, 
a cotton shirt and draw ers for summer 
and a thick knitted woolen jersey or 
sw eater and pants for winter.

T he ordinary army boots give the im ­ 
pression of comfort and durability. In 
general appearance they resemble the 
boot Issued to the British soldier, but

A useful addition to the slings 
supporting it. from the opposite sh oul­ 
der is a short strap fixed in the « enter 
of the top of the sack, with a hook to 
fix on the w aist belt, jmd thus take off 
som e of the weight from the sling. 
For carrying additional small articles 
of clothing the soldier has a long sack 
about nine inches in w idth and six feet 
long, open at each end and stitched 
across at its center, so as to m ake tw o 
bags. 
It is wotsi over one shoulder, 
like a bandolier, the ends being tucked 
under the w aist belt at the opposite 
side. 
T he w ater bottle, canteen and m ess 
tin are of aluminium, the first tw o be 
lng blackened outside; the m ess tin fits 
inside the canteen, like a tray. 
The 
rice ration Is carried in the sm all grass 
box in front of the m ess tin. 
The cop­ 
per Chinese cam p kettle is a very prac­ 
tical contrivance. 
It has double sides. 
T he w ater poured into the outer jacket 
Is heaPsl by burning charcoal In a 
sm all stove in the center of the vessel, 
air being admitted by the lateral ap­ 
erture near the bottom, through w hich 
also the ashes can be extracted. 
With 
this w ater can be boiled even in a gait», 
and the Japanese soldiers have realize! 1 
Its value in cam paigning and use it 
very generally. 
O f the various sam ples of food the 
rice ration ready boiled an 1 the b is­ 
c u i t s — «-(insisting of w heat and riee 
flour, w ith a few grains of millet seed 
to prevent it from becom ing too bard ­ 
an* specially notable. 
Vegetables of 
various kinds 
sliced potatoes, carrots, 
beans, sliced gourd, etc.—are thorough­ 
ly dried, 
thus insuring preservation 
and diminished w eight. 
Tea and salt 
are both in solid cak es or cubes, and 
various m e a t s and fish are in h erm et­ 
ically sealed tins. 
E ven fodder for the 
horse is prepared, like the vegetables 
for the men, by drying.

Count Leo Tolstoi condem ns the re­ 
cent zem stvo agitation In Russia cul­ 
m inating in a dem and for a constitu­ 
tional 
governm ent as obstructive of 
real progress in the czar’s dominions, 
says a Philadelphia special dispatch to 
the New’ York World. 
T he North American cabled Count 
Tolstoi asking his view s on the m ean­ 
ing, scope and probable result of the 
zem stvo movement. 
In his reply the 
R ussian author-philosopher says: 
“The 
present 
political 
agitation 
am ong the Russian people, resulting in 
a direct appeal to the czar by represent­ 
atives of the zem stvos, aim s to bring 
about a restriction of the despotism 
that now prevails and the establish­ 
m ent of a representative government. 
W hat the results of the m ovem ent will 
bo cannot be foreseen. 
T he aspiration 
Is not new. but the expression is. 
“T he question seem s to he this, W ill 
the leaders of the agitation achieve 
w h a t they desire or anything approach­ 
ing it or will their efforts expend thein- 
selv<*s 
in stirring up public protest 
w ithou t result? 
“T he country and the people are too 
great and the gulf betw een the pres­ 
ent governm ent and the people in som e 
respects Is too vast to permit a sen si­ 
ble forecast at this time. But I declare 
that, whatever the outcome, one sure 
result of the w hole m atter will he to 
delay true social amelioration. 
“This m ovement, w hich is hailed as 
the d aw ning of a new era of liberty, is 
but a new obstacle in the path of true 
progress. The real uplifting of a peo­ 
ple. socially and governm ontally,1 can 
he attained only through religious and 
moral regeneration of all the individ­ 
uals constituting tHitt people. Political 
agitation, w hether by peaceful propa­ 
ganda or appeals to existing powers of 
governm ent, m ust have a fatal effect. 
It puts before the nation and before in­ 
dividuals the pernicious illusion that 
social im provem ent can bo wrought by 
mere change of forms, that su b stitu ­ 
tion of a different kind of governm ent 
or am endm ent of the existing kind can 
accomplish reforms which to he effec­ 
tive and perm anent m ust begin w ith 
the individual. 
“T hese m ovem ents, so frequent in 
history and so natural under the false 
teachings which have blinded hum an­ 
ity, Invariably hinder real progress to­ 
ward peace. Justice and love, 
( ’onstl 
tutional governm ent is no cure for tin 
evils that afflict mankind. 
For proof 
of this I point to conditions In France. 
1n England and In America.”

Thinks lie Was Right. 
The Little Falls Transcript copies the 
nrticle published in T he D ispatch in 
regard to the taking of the prisoner 
Neal from the jail here to Morrison 
county by Sheriff Tanner and says: 
“With reference to tho above, Sheriff 
Tanner states that he had no idea he 
was doing anything that was not in ac­ 
cordance with tho desires of the Crow 
Wing county authorities when he took 
Neal from tho jail and brought him to 
Little Falls. During the afternoon of 
Wednesday he had a conversation over 
the telephone with Sheriff Erickson and 
also with County Attorney Crowell in 
which it was understood that he was to 
go to Brainerd as soon as possible and 
take Neal away. As Sheriff Tanner un­ 
derstands the matter, the hearing of 
Neal was postponed by the Brainerd 
authorities so us to have the case come 
directly before the grand jury of Crow 
Wing county. No indictment having 
been returned by that body he under­ 
stood that the Crow Wing county auth­ 
orities were simply holding Neal for 
him. So sure was he of this that he tel­ 
ephoned Sheriff Lrickson to be sure and 
not lot the man get away as he would be 
up immediately. He went up on the 
night train, going around by Staples. 
He met the chief of police and went 
over to the jail about 6 o'clock in the 
morning after the prisoner. 
Sheriff 
Erickson was at his barn, and as there 
was but little time to get the prisoner 
and catch the freight for Little Falls^ 
he did not wait for the sheriff's return, 
but got the keys from Mrs. Erickson, 
who understood that Neal was to be 
turned over to him. took the prisoner 
ami came home. Sheriff Tanner feels 
confident that the Crow Wing county 
officials understand the matter perfectly, 
but that the newspaper man has been 
misinformed.” 
The fact is that Mr. Tanner was tele 
phoned and told to come to Brainerd, 
but that it was not intended that he 
would take the prisoner until the noon 
train went down, as he was to be taken 
before Judge Warmer at 10 o'clock for 
a discharge. Judge Warner was about 
the most surprised man in the world 
when 10 o'clock came and he learned 
that the prisoner was gone and com­ 
mented rather vigorously on the matter. 
It was not a misunderstanding of the 
newspaper man, in fact, since that time 
it has been told that Mr. Tanner did not 
even tell Mrs. Erickson that he was go­ 
ing to take tho prisoner when he went 
into the jail; simply that he wanted to 
talk with him.

Another decision has been handed 
down in an important litigation in which 
considerable interest lias been taken 
and the members of the Evangelical 
Lutheran St. John's church, situated in 
the eastern part of the county, have 
won a victory. The title of the case 
was that of Fred Eimer vs the Evangel­ 
ical Lutheran St. John’s church. 
The suit involved but two acres of 
land on which the church and cemetery 
is situated, but the fact thpt the ceme­ 
tery belonging to tho congregation is 
locntod on this land made it important. 
Fred Eimer the appellant in the case 
acquired tho lnnd on which this church 
is located but claimed that he had no 
knowledge of the relinquishment of the 
two acres in question to the church by 
a former owner of the land. There has 
been a rather stubbornly fought battle 
over the matter and many fine points 
were raised. ()n the trial of tho case in 
this county the court decided in favor of 
the church people and the case was ap 
pealed to the supreme court. 
The supreme court handed down its 
decision in the matter yesterday affirm­ 
ing the lower court and from the opin 
ion the following is taken: 
“Held, the legal title to the two acres 
in trust for the defendand and tho plain­ 
tiff had notice of tho defendants rights 
when he acquired the tract. Judgment 
affirmed.”

A. T. Larson, of this city, and Attorney 
E. H. Krolwitz, of Aitkin, appeared on 
behalf of tho plaintiff, Fred Eimer.
